Ibs. of grey yarn 
859,000 lbs. were above 40s. and 
Ibs. were sbove 30's, 
while in coloured yarns 503,800 
Ibs. out of 598,000 Ibs. were above 
30's. 

The cloth imports ‘from the 
United Kingdom were 122,739,000 
yards, representing a decline

Japan’s total was 11,842,000 
yards.- This was less than 
one-tenth of Britain's but, Instead 


‘of showing a heavy decline, as 


Britain’s did, it showed an 
increase of 6, 102,000 yards, the 
progress in coloured goods being 
specially remurkable. ” Japan’s 
total increase is more than 100 
per cent.

UNDERPAID EUROPEAN 
PLANTERS. 


T. H. Robinson writing from 
Sussex to the “Financial Times” 
says: — It seems very extra- 
ordinary to me that such a fuss in 
certain quarters should be made 
at the rise‘in the price of rubber. 
As is well known, the rubber 
industry has been going through]; 
a very anxious time for several 
years, and the majority of com- 
panies only managed to carry on 
through not. only cheap native 
labour ‘bat @nderpaid European 
staffs, especially the assistant 
planters, who for the most part 
are ex-Public. School boys. These 
young men, unable to find suitable 
employment in Britain, go out 
to. Malaya -and other -rubber- 
growing countries at. a salary 
commencing generally at about 
£300 per annum, with a so-called 
furnished -bungalow free and a 
small allowance per month for 
two native’servants; but the coat 
of” living is so expensive that 
when the, domestic bills are paid 
there. is very little left for per- 
sonal comforty, much less for 
pleasure. They live in very 
trying climates, surrounded by 
natives, and in most cases many 
miles from any white man’s 
habitation, and it'is a well-known 
fact during these bad rubber 
years they work Sundays and all 
holidays, Now; before people 
begin w agitate for cheaper rub- 
ber, lat the companies improve 
the lot.of their able European 
staffs, crente a pension scheme, 
ete, also create substantia! re- 
serve. funds, which the majority 
of companies were unable to do 
in the past . owing to the excesy
